After scrambling over 
the rocks on the lee side of the island, some got into 
FingaFsCave, others would not. It is not very pleasant 
or safe when the wave rolls right in. One hour was 
given to meet on the rock we landed on. When on 
board, the Captain declared it doubtful about Iona. 

Such a rainy and bad-looking night coming on, a vote 
was proposed to the passengers: ‘ Iona at all hazards, 
or back to Tobermoray.’ Majority against proceeding. 

To allay the displeased, the Captain promised to steam 
thrice round the island in the last trip. The sun getting 
towards the horizon, burst through the rain-cloud, 
angry, and for wind ; and so it proved, for we were 
driven for shelter into Loch Ulver, and did not get 
back to Tobermoray before midnight.”— f. M. W.
